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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Please update the status of the copending parent application number 10/142936, 
to include ", now Patent No. 6,696,288". 

2. If applicant desires benefit of a previously filed application under 35 U.S.C. 120 
specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant application. 
For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must include the 
relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the applications. 
This should appear as the first sentence(s) of the specification following the title, 
preferably as a separate paragraph unless it appears in an application data sheet. The 
status of nonprovisional parent application(s) (whether patented or abandoned) should 
also be included.

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1 -9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 step (b) is awkward: the verbs "apply" and "to form" should more 
reasonably read, "to apply" and "forming". 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claims 1 and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Printed Publication by Frenz et al., hereafter Frenz. 

*** During patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest 
reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification" by giving words their plain 
meaning unless the specification provides a clear definition. See In re Prater 41 5 F.2d 
1393 1404-05 162 USPQ 541 and In re Zletz 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320. *** 

Frenz teaches of forming a plurality of pre-greased collecting rods for a rotorod 
sampler comprising forming a group of a plurality of collecting rods and a header as one 
piece (Page 2). Frenz discloses loading a plurality of collector rods into the base 
(header) of storage vials. Giving "one piece" its broadest reasonably interpretation, the 
two pieces, base of vial and collector rods, are brought together to form a single piece 
for the purposes of dipping into a coating bath. Frenz discloses immersing the collector 
rods into a suspension of silicon/hexane to apply grease to all the collector rods 
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simultaneously (Page 2). Frenz discloses placing plastic covers of the vials, i.e. bring 
the first component of the container together with the second component to form the 
container (Page 2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examjner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Frenz. 
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Frenz teaches all the limitations of these claims as discussed in the 35 USC 
102(a) rejection above, however, they fail to teach of assembling a plurality of groups to 
form an assembly and subsequently dipping the assembly. 

However, Frenz discloses dipping the collector rods in mass and discloses 
several thousand collector rods can be dipped per hour and discloses the added benefit 
of dipping the collector rods is the time savings gain (Pages 2-4). Therefore Frenz 
reasonably suggests dipping multiple vials, i.e. an assembly of vials, into the dipping 
bath to increase efficiency (Pages 2-4). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to modify Frenz to form an 
assembly of vials and subsequently dipping the assembly into the silicone to increase 
efficiency and reap the benefits of coating more collector rods in the same amount of 
time. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 2-3 and 5-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The closest prior art, Frenz, does not teach of injection molding a header and a 
plurality of collector rods for a rotorod sampler, where the header includes pins and 
sockets. In addition the group of collector rods are already adhered to the first 
component of the container and thus Frenz does not teach adhering the assembly to 
the first component of the container.
